HE roth of this Moath the Duke of 
Orleans march’d from the @amp of Val- 
lovar to Fraga. The 11th he came and 
encamp’d here, to wait till the Bridge 
which he had order’d to be made over 

the Segra above Mequinenza was finifh’d. The 14th 
he fent Order to BM. d’Arenes to march the 15th in 
the Beginning of the Night with 30 Squadrons and 
18 Battallions towards the Bridge of Segra, and his 
Royal Highnefs march’d at 10 a Clock at Night 
for the fame Place with 24 Squadrons. He hop’d to 
wo furprife the Enemy pofted at Tor de Segra, with- 
in half a League of Lerida, whither he could not 
seach till the 16th at Noon. But having Intelli- 
gence of the Duke of Orleans’s pafling the Segra, 
they decamp’d at 4 in the Morning, with fo great 
Precipitation that twas impoffible to overtake them. 
They march’d Day and Night towards Barcelona, 
having abandon’d all the Country on this fide the 
Llobregat, where they might eafily have fubfifted, 
and retarded the Progrefs of the Army of the two 
Crowns. The Duke of Orleans came back to this 
Camp with the Troops to Day, after having taken 
a View of Lerida within Cannon-fhot. He will 
march to morrow for Balaguer, a Town on the 
Segra above Lerida, where he will diftribute the 
Troops into good Quarters of Refrefhment, of which 
they have Need becanfe of the exceffive Heats. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated July 30. 
Pars, July 30. We have Letters from Toulon of 
the 19th Inftant, which fay the Duke of Savoy 
pafvd the Var the 11th of this Month, with an Ar- 
my of 25000 Men, the Enemy’s Fleet having ad- 
vanc'd at the fame Time towards Antibes to favour 
his Paffage. He continued his March the 15th to 
attack that City. Men have been kept at work 
along Time, to put it into a Condition of Defence. 
M. de St. Pater commands in it: M. Dillon is ar- 
tiv'd there. The Avenues of the Harbour are de- 
fended by feveral Batteries, by large Ships and by 
Gallies well arm'’d. A great Number of Troops 
more are drawing thither, and the 19th arriv’d at 
Cuers within 3 Leagues of that City 20 Battallions 
Which are follow’d by feveral more, and by a great 
Naraber of Horfe, The Marquis de Sailly is like- 
wife expected with fome Battallions and Squadrons ; 
he had not Troops enow to difpute the Paflage of 
the Var, but obferves the Enemy, and retires as they 
advance. A great Number of Deferters are come 
over, and all report, that the Piemontois are in a 
very bad Condition. The Enemy’s Fleet is arriv’d 
at the Ifands Hieres. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguf 2. 
Pars, July 29. "Tis advis’d from Ricz in Provence 
the oth, that the Enemy’s Army encamp’d the 18th 
2 Miles above Frejus, waiting for their Artillery and

pals the River Verdon the next Day, to draw near 
to cover that City, (which ‘tis pretended 
tauh'd with a Year's Provifions,) from the At- 
‘mpts of the Enemy. Letters from Court fay the 


King rec@lv’d Advice by an extraordinary Courier 
Yetterday, that notwithftanding the Duke of Savoy 
and Prince Kugeve march'd very hard with their 
Troops, "twas bop'd the Marthal de Teffe would 
reach Toulon befose them. 

Paris, July 29. Letters from Provence of the 22d 
tell us, that the Enemy's Troops were that Day at 
Muy ; dur that their Fleet was come to the Iflands 
Hieres. ’Tis given out that Toulon is fo well pro- 
vided for Defeace, that we need not be under any 
Apprehenfion for it. The Garrifon is reinfore’d to 
13 Battalions of regular Troops ; and there isin 
the Place ro00o Men, of regular Troops, seamen, 
and Militia. 


Pars, July 29. ‘ The laft Advices from Provence
